The refusal of Judge John H. Baker

W ashington, April 18.—The Presby­ 
terian creed revision com m ittee com­ 
pleted its labors and adjourned yester­ 
day.

Indiana Senator Submits a Logical 


Plea in Behalf of the Immigration 


Restriction Bill That Is Now Under 


Consideration. 


In the senate Saturday. April 5, Sen­ 
ator Charles N. Fairbanks spoke on 
the pending Chinese exclusion act, in 
the advocacy of which he has been 
especially active. 
The question under 
discussion is one in which wage-earn- : 
ers of Indiana and especially organized 
workingmen have taken a lively inter­ 
est, 
Indiana members of congress 
have received thousands of petitions, I 
resolutions and memorials urging the 
adoption of the bill in question as a 
m easure for the m aintenance of the 
American standard of wages and liv­ 
ing. 
Legislation in accordance with 
this wish, so universally entertained 
among the wage-earners of Indiana, is 
receiving the support of every Indiana 
Republican member of congress—all 
believers 
in the doctrine that the 
American workingman is entitled to 
protection from the free entrance of 
both cheap labor and the products of 
cheap labor through the custom houses 
and immigration stations of American 
ports. 
Senator Fairbanks said: 
Mr. President: 
The pending m eas­ 
ure is to prohibit the coming of Chi­ 
nese laborers to the United States and 
to any territory under its jurisdiction. 
The prohibition, however, does not ap­ 
ply to the return to the United States 
of any registered Chinese laborer who 
has a lawful wife, child or parent 
therein, or property of the value of 
$ 1,000, or debts of a like am ount due 
him therein and pending settlem ent. 
The bill does not prohibit the adm is­ 
sion of Chinese officials, teachers, stu­ 
dents, m erchants and travelers for cu­ 
riosity or pleasure. 
It cannot be doubted that we have 
an absolute right to enact such laws 
as 
will 
safeguard 
our 
citizenship 
against contam inating Influences from 
any quarter of the globe. 
More than 
this, the duty to preserve the purity 
of the currents which vitally affect 
the standard of our citizenship is plain 
and imperative. 
Our national policy 
has always been a broad and gener­ 
ous one. 
We have been hospitable to 
all of those born beneath alien skies 
who desire to come and make their 
homes with us. and for many years 
we imposed upon those seeking adm is­ 
sion no conditions or restrictions what­ 
soever. 
Millions from abroad have 
been added to our citizenship and have 
participated in the development and 
upbuilding of our nation. 
In com­ 
paratively recent years congress has 
deemed it a wise policy to discrim ­ 
inate and to exclude from ail quar­ 
ters those vicious, immoral and unde­ 
sirable elem ents which would not add 
to the well-being of our society. 
The 
restricted classes have been few, in­ 
deed. 
We have denied adm ission to 
idiots, insane persons, paupers, or per­ 
sons liable to become a public charge, 
persons with a loathsome or danger­ 
ous contagious discase, persons who 
have been convicted of a felony or 
other infamous crim e or misdemeanor 
involving 
lymral 
turpitude, 
polyga­ 
mists, assisted im m igrants, contract, 
and Chinese laborers. 
There were no restrictive laws prior 
to 1875, except those which prohibited 
coolie trade. 
No one who gives serious thought 
to the question will insist that our 
present im m igration laws are unduly 
restrictive. 
The exclusion of the ele­ 
m ents indicated would seem to be dic­ 
tated only bv a wholesome regard for 
our own welfare. 
During the last decade the total im 
m igration to the United States was 
3,615,163. 
During the year 1901, 487,- 
918 were added to our population from 
abroad, or enough to found a city near­ 
ly two and a half tim es larger than 
the city of Indianapolis. 
Enough aro 
annually com ingle our shores to make 
a city larger than the city af Cincin­ 
nati, and nearly as large as the com­ 
bined cities of San Francisco, Port­ 
land and Seattle. 
At the rate of our imm igration for 
last year there will be added to our 
population in six years enough to 
found a state as large and populous as 
the state of Indiana. 
This im m igration does not include 
any appreciable num ber of Chinese, 
and the query naturally arises. W hat 
would be the total annual Immigration 
with no restrictive laws safeguarding 
the Pacific coast against the admission 
of the Chinese? 
For the most part the im m igrants 
who have come to us have been intelli­ 
gent, well-disposed people, desirous of 
building homes am ong us, and of unit­ 
ing their fortunes with ours in the 
fullest degree. 
They come mainly of 
their own volition. 
No others are de­ 
sirable. 
For some years it has been the pol­ 
icy of the government to exclude Chi­ 
nese laborers from admission. 
This 
policy has found Its expression in tre a ­ 
ties and in the statutes of the United 
States. 
After reviewing the history of our 
treaty relations with the Chinese em­ 
pire from 1844 to the present time, 
Senator Fairbanks continued: 
The pending measure is in effect a 
codification of existing laws and the 


rules and regulations which have been 
promulgated by the treasury depart­ 
ment to carry such laws into effect. 
The rules and regulations have been 
suggested by experience in the en­ 
forcement of the exclusion laws. They 
have been found necessary to give the 
laws effect and to prevent the ipgeoL

enced great difficulty In circumvnting 
1 the efforts which have been systemat- 
| ically made to secure the admission 
I of prohibited classes. 
Organizations 
have been and are now m aintained 
in China and the United States for the 
purpose of securing the admission of 
; Chinese through our ports contrary to 
the letter and spirit of the law. Fraud 
and bribery have been employed in 
j every conceivable form to evade the 
law and the rules and regulations is­ 
sued by the treasury departm ent, and j 
the vigilance of our officials has failed 
to exclude all that should have been I 
debarred. 
The vast extent of our I 
boundary line along the Canadian and 
Mexican borders, and the large profit 
to be made by the successful admis- j 
elon of the excluded classes makes it i 
exceedingly difficult for our officers to 
I exclude all who should be denied ad­ 
mission. 
It was made apparent to the cono­ 
m inee that agencies are now estab­ 
lished which undertake for a consid­ 
eration of from $200 to $400 per capita 
to secure entrance into the United j 
States of Chinese who are within the 


j prohibitions of the law. 
These rich 
inducem ents make it necessary, in or­ 
der that the policy of the United I 
j States with respect to Chinese exclu- 
i sion may be made effective, that the 
laws should be carefully framed and 
made to meet the requirem ents of the 
I departm ent charged 
with their en­ 
forcement. 
Some of the provisions of the bill 
may seem unduly drastic, yet they 
are such only as experience has sug- 


j gested. They are such in the main as 
I are now found necessary to enforce 
existing law and to prevent Its eva­ 
sion. To those who respect and obey 
the law they will not seem burden, 
some; they will seem severe only to 
those who wish to nullify it and to 
secure 
the 
wrongful 
admission 
of 
Chinese for the large profit which the 
nefarious traffic offers. 
It may seem to some that existing 
rules and regulations were adequate 
and that It was unnecessary to enact 
them into the form of a statute. 
But 
experience has shown that they are 
not regarded by some officials with 
that respect which they have for the 
w ritten law, and th at they are too 
readily and easily set aside by those 
who are appointed to adm inister them. 


P u rp o se of Bill. 
The bill before us is not a departure 
from the well-settled and well-known 
policy of the government. It is a pol­ 
icy the full purpose and scope of which 
is as well known in the Chinese em­ 
pire as it is known 
in the United 
States. 
It is with especial pride that we 
point to the fact that our labor is bet­ 
ter paid than the labor of any other 
country. Our effort has been to m ain­ 
tain a high wage scale, upon the gen­ 
erally accepted theory and belief that 
! well-paid labor means better citizens 
and a better country than we could 


j possibly enjoy if wages were forced 
to a low standard. 
A low wage m ar­ 
ket is most undesirable. 
It is not in 
the interest of either capital or labor, 
and we shall fail in our duty if we 
shall open the way to the free adm is­ 
sion of oriental cheap labor, which will 
i inevitably result in lower wages to our 
laborers. 
The Chinese empire is teem ing with 
| a population of some 4 0.000,000 of hu­ 
man beings. With many it is a strug­ 
gle for the barest necessities of life. 
It is a notorious fact that many of the 
i people there live upon that which no 
decent American would wish one of 
his own countrymen to be obliged to 
I subsist upon. 
The great Chinese ports are but 20 
days from San Francisco, Portland 
and Puget Sound. 
T ransportation fa- 
\ cilities are ample, and th* cost is mod­ 
erate. 
The opportunities in this country 
are so much greater and more inviting 
than in China, that countless thou 
sands would seek our shores were re­ 
strictions removed. 
The opportunities which this coun­ 
try affords are very well known in 
China, and the agencies which are now 
so fruitful in devising met na to evade 
existing laws would soon send her 
vast numbers to invade our labor mar­ 
kets. 
Nothing Immoral in Exclusion. 
There is nothing immoral in our ex­ 
clusion of those who do not tend to 
elevate our civilization. 
On the con­ 
trary, we would be recreant to the 
high tru:V 
committed to us if we 


j should enter upon a policy of admis- 
j sion of vast numbers who must surely 
i tend to bear it down. 
Our course is 
not dictated by any ill will toward the 
Chinese empire. 
We have but to re­ 
cur to the events of 
the past few 
years to find the am plest assurance of 
American friendship 
for that great 
and venerable empire. 
When other 
nations sought her dism emberm ent 
and the distribution of her provinces 
among the powers of the earth, the 
J United States stood first and foremost 
in favor of the preservation of her 
solidarity. 
We wish for China the 
most enlightened progress and pros­ 
perity, but our first duty is to our 
own country. 
We wish to see our 
country grow in strength and power; 
not in numbers only, for we do not 
find in mere num bers our greatest na­ 
tional strength and chief glory. 
We 
find our chief pride in the character 
and quality of those who constitute 
th e 80,000,000 of American citizens. 
If num bers alone 
constituted the 
real strength of a nation. China would 
indeed be one of the strongest, one 
of the most puissant upon the face 
of the globe. 
We value our broad fields, our great 
cities. 
They stim ulate our pride, but 
above and beyond all that, as great 
and splendid as they are, we value our 
citizenship. 
It Is, indeed, our chief 
glory. 
It means more to us, more to 
our children and to their children, 
mere to the future strength and ma 
jesty of the republic than all of the 
myriad m aterial things which sur­ 
round us. 
A high order of citizenship is the 
chief eT»d and aim of the 
We 


establish schools and found universi­ 
ties th at they may elevate our people 
to a higher and broader and better 
plane. 
We have a care for the hum­ 
blest among us. 
We want men and 
women who are in love with our in­ 
stitutions, and who will support and j 
defend them, and transm it them unim- J 
paired to posterity. It has been a part 
of our national policy to greet at our 
ports those from every land who are 
assim ilable with us. 
We have been 
actuated by no nativistic spirit. 
W e; 
have made them joint sharers with us 
in the blessings and opportunities 
with w'rfjh a beniflcent Providence 
has favored us; but we should not In­ 
vite thosp who will pull down and 
degrade oui high standard. 
We have heard much recently of the 
necessity 
for 
more 
land 
and 
for 
more territory. 
The vast plains of a 
few years ago have been largely occu- j 
pied. 
Humes have been built and cit-} 
ies have been founded thero. We read 
in the decennial census of our trem en­ 
dous progress, and the eye of prophecy 
can already see how soon the unoc­ 
cupied 
places, com paratively small, j 
'A ii be required to accommodate our 
rapidly In leasing numbers. 
Our fix s t earn is to our own country 
and its citizenship, native born and 
foreign born alike. Our policy toward 
those of foreign birth, as I have hither- j 
to said, is a broad arid generous o n e .! 
So soon as an alien sets foot upon our 
soil, every avenue, save one, is open 
to him, as it is open to the native born. 
The ways of trade and commerce, the 
professions and politics, are as free 
and open to him as to those who are 
born beneath our own benignant skies. , 
Being thus liberal, have we no right­ 
ful concern as to who is adm itted? 
Is it of no concern to us whether or 
not he shall have in him the elem ents 
of good citizenship? 
W hat were our 
country without its citizenship? 
De­ 
stroy it or corrupt it and our chief 
glory is gone. 
The admission of cheap labor may 
for the tim e being stim ulate enterprise 
upon the Pacific coast and elsewhere. 
It may quicken the wheels of com­ 
merce, already turning with greater 
rapidity than at any period in our his­ 
tory. 
It may for the tim e being pro­ 
mote the interests of capital, but I do 
not believe that in the long run It will 
do so. 
I do not believe that there is 
a right-minded and intelligent citizen 
of the republic who views the m ulti­ 
plied agencies for cheap production— 
production with decreased labor—who 
does not put the query to himself. 
“W hat will be the result when we shall 
have a surplus of labor?" 
A surplus 
of labor is in the nature of a calamity. 
We can conceive of no worse misfor­ 
tune than a great country with labor 
unemployed. 
A surplus In the labor 
m arket is one of the serious probabil­ 
ities that often faces us. 
T hat American labor is displaced by 
the adm ission of Chinese labor, and 
that the opportunity of American la­ 
bor is curtailed to the extent that Chi­ 
nese labor is introduced Is obvious. 
It may be said that the same is true 
with respect to the adm ission of Eu­ 
ropean labor, but in the latter case 
we adm it those from whose ancestors 
we are descended, and who, speaking 
largely, are readily and fully Incor­ 
porated into our American citizenship; 
while in the other case we have no 
racial elem ents in common. 
They do 
not harmonize with us. 
Upon their 
admission they become an undigested 
and undigestible mass. 
The pending bill is intended to carry 
into the public law as the policy of the 
United 
States, 
recognized 
in 
the 
Gresham treaty and sanctioned by the 
alm ost universal judgm ent of the peo­ 
ple, the absolute exclusion of Chinese 
laborers. 
It recognizes as entitled to 
admission Chinese officials, teachers, 
students, m erchants and travelers for 
curiosity or pleasure, excepted by the 
term s of the Gresham treaty. 
It has been found in the adm inis­ 
tration of the law th at Chinese labor­ 
ers have been smuggled into the coun­ 
try as belonging to the excepted class­ 
es, and it has become necessary to 
define such classes so as to prevent a 
gross abuse of the privilege. 
A most serious objection to the ad­ 
mission of Chinese laborers is the gen­ 
eral disregard of the home relation, 
with all of its humanizing and en­ 
nobling 
influences. 
The 
American 
home is indeed the unit of the repub­ 
lic. In the final analysis, great issues 
which engage our attention from time 
to tim e, in fact the destiny of the re­ 
public, are determ ined at the Ameri­ 
can fireside. 
Abolish the American 
home and the clays of the republic are 
numbered. 
Immigration 
which 
ig­ 
nores this great potential fact is a 
serious menace, and is not to be de­ 
sired. 
The im m igrants who have so ma 
terlally added to our national strength 
have come mainly from those coun­ 
tries where the home and family rela­ 
tions are sacred, and they have built 
among us frugal and virtuous homes 
whence wholesome influences have 
permeated the entire community. The 
home is. indeed, the nation’s supreme 


defense. 
Cen you conceive that the 
Chinese who are excluded by the term s 
of the bill before the senate would 
erect homes throughout the country, 
as has been done by the imm igrants 
from the United Kingdoms, France. 
Germany, Scandinavia and other Eu 
ropean countries? 
Competition with Chinese Labor. 
Competition between American la 
bor and Chinese labor Is unequal. The 
two start In the contest upon an en 
tirely different plane. 
The Amebean 
laborer must have better clothes, bet 
ter houses, better food. 
His wants 
are more—thank God for th a t!—and 
they must be supplied. 
He is to live 
and labor, educate his children, and 
his ashes are to repose here among hie 
kindred. W hat he earns is to be spent 
here among his own countrym en and 
not In some foreign land. The Chinese 
laborers are not without points of 
m e rit 
They are docile, patient, and 
have rem arakable power of endurance, 
but their necessities arc few and easily 
satisfied. 
They are but human ma 
chines of the lowest order. They may, 
if need be, subsist 
upon what the 
American laborer throws away—nnon 


what we would be ashamed to see him 
obliged to live upon. 
The Republican party adheres to the 
wholesome 
doctrine 
of 
protection 
against unfair competition with alien 
cheap labor, and the country Itself is 
the am plest testim ony as *o the wl® 
dom of this policy. The admission of 
Chinese laborers whose condition is 
so far below ours is in flagrant viola- 
of the very principle and purpose of 
protection. 
If 
the 
Chinese 
would 
speedily rise to our standard the case 
would be different. But experience un­ 
fortunately dem onstrates th at they 
continue upon a lower plane, and the 
inevitable tendency is to bring Ameri­ 
can labor to their undes'rable level. 
Can it be possible that American labor 
and Chinese labor can work side by 
side, the one receiving less than the 
other in wages and subsisting upon 
much less than the other? 
It follows 
as night the day that the lower paid 
and lower fed will cause his higher 
paid and better fed com petitor to come 
down to his unfortunate 
condition. 
Against this we enter our protest. 
We do it from no ungenerous motive 
toward the Chinese em pire; we do 1# 
out of national self-respect and in our 
national self-interest, and no one can 
Justly challenge the wisdom of our 
policy. 
W e enter upon no denunciation of 
the Chinese em pire or upon any whole­ 
sale 
arraignm ent 
of 
her 
Fubjeo’B. 
There are Chinese scholars of renown, 
statesm en of ability, m erchants of 
honor and sagacity, but they are not 
of the classes which are so unattract­ 
ive to us. 
We exclude contract laborers from 
all countries. 
No contract laborer, 
w hether from the United Kingdom or 
any country in continental Europe or 
elsewhere. Is perm itted to enter the 
gates at Ellis Island. 
The exclusion 
of Chinese laborers, w hether under 
contract or not, is dictated solely by 
the same motives and in the interest 
of American labor and of American 
civilization. 
Some question has arisen as to 
whether the law should operate be­ 
yond the term of the Gresham treaty 
of 1894, It being suggested that the 
present bill should term inate with the 
expiration of that treaty. 
The sixth article of the treaty pro­ 
vides th a t—- 
"This convention shall remain in 
force for a period of tin years begin­ 
ning with the date of the exchange of 
ratifications 
and if, six months be­ 
fore the expiration of said period of 
ten years, neither government shall 
have formally given notice of its final 
term ination to the other, It shall re­ 
main in full force for ano’her like 
psriod of ten years.” 
It thus will be seen that unless one 
or the other of the high contracting 
parties shall elect to term inate the 
treaty and notify the other to that 
effect six months before the expira­ 
tion of the period of ten years, the 
treaty will continue in full virtue and 
effect an additional decade. 
So. whether the treaty shall term i­ 
nate in 1904 will depend upon the fact 
as to w hether either of the powers 
parties thereto shall denounce it at 
the end of the first ten years. 
The pending m easure is not in con­ 
travention of the term s of the treaty, 
and it is not necessary that a time 
limit should now be fixed. 
If enacted 
into law it will he in force so long as 
congress wills and no longer. 
The 
congress may repeal it wh< never it 
deems that the public welfare shall 
so require. 
It m av allow it to stand 
upon the statute books until Dec. 7. 
1904 (when the treaty m ay be term i­ 
nated in the discretion of either pow­ 
er), or for an additional period of ten 
years, the extreme limit of the treaty 
or longer as it shall deem best in the 
national interest. 
During the continu­ 
ance of the Gresham treaty it cannot 
be said to contr* vene any of our in­ 
ternational obligations for it but gives 
force and effect to the provisions of 
the treaty. 
Our policy for the exclusion of Chi­ 
nese laborers has been m aintained so 
long, and the reasons for its m ainten­ 
ance are so well known to the Chinese 
empire and are as cogent now as ever, 
that it is entirely probable that that 
great power will desire that the treaty 
shall continue for the maximum term 
of 20 years. If it shall be thought that 
after the expiration of the treaty our 
exclusion policy should not rest alone 
upon an act of the congress, then, in 
advance of the expiration of the treaty 
a supplemental qr additional treaty 
may be negotiated by the two govern­ 
ments, which shall fully acknowledge 
the right of the U nit’d States to main­ 
tain in full force the policy embodied 
in existing treaties and laws.
